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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's communication filed 1 1/13/2003. 

2. Claims 1-88 are pending and presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16, 30, 45-75 and 82-88, drawn to a method and system for creating and 
maintaining a rich-content repository by providing a common language for 
defining a schema wherein the provided common language defining the schema 
has been used by a standard database structure defined by a standard schema, 
classified in class 707, subclass 102. 

II. Claims 1 7-22, 3 1 -36, 39-44, and 76-8 1 , drawn to a method for viewing a content- 
rich repository as a web catalog, wherein a web browser for viewing the content- 
rich repository, permitting the navigation and the mapping of a schema, has been 
utilized, classified in class 707, subclass 100. 

III. Claims 23-29, and 37-38, drawn to a method for administering a rich-content 
having a tree-structure schema of a plurality of classes of items having attributes, 
wherein the items are copying from a first schema class to a second schema class 
and maintaining at least one attribute name as a set of names for each of the 
plurality of classes, classified in class 707, subclass 103R. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions II, III and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclose as capable of use together and they are different modes of operation, different 
functions or different effects (see MPEP § 806.04 and § 808.01). In the instant case, the 
different inventions require different modes of operation. Group I requires a method and system 
for creating and maintaining a rich-content repository by providing a common language for 
defining a schema wherein the provided common language defining the schema has been used by 
a standard database structure defined by a standard schema while Group II requires a method for 
viewing a content-rich repository as a web catalog, wherein a web browser for viewing the 
content-rich repository, permitting the navigation and the mapping of a schema, has been 
utilized, and Group III requires a method for administering a rich-content having a tree-structure 
schema of a plurality of classes of items having attributes, wherein the items are copying from a 
first schema class to a second schema class and maintaining at least one attribute name as a set of 
names for each of the plurality of classes. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have require a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 806.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have required a separate status in the art because of their recognized subject matter, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
